ROOSEVELT DRAWS. 
NEW MAP OF WORLD 


Colonel Shows How It 
Should Look After Ger- 
many Is Beaten—Dismem- 
berment for Austria and 
Turkey. 


New York, October 5.—Theodore 
Roosevelt, speaking here tonight at a 
“national service” mass meeting under 
the auspices of the mayor’s committs 
on national defense, declared the of 
peace which will make the world safe 
for democracy must be based upon the 
complete overthrow of Germany and 
the dissolution of Austria and Turkey. 
Included in the program he outlined 
were a free Arabia and Armenia, Po- 
land and Lithuania, with an independ- 
ent Czech commonwealth and a Jugo- 
Slay state. 

“Continually we hear rumors of 
peace,” he said. “I think the circula- 
tion of such rumors is injurious to 
America and to the cause of decency 
and democracy. We should make it 
clearly understood that the conduct of 
Germany has been such that we regard 
as enemies of mankind all people who 
would strive to bring avout a peace 
based upon treating Germany, Austria 
and Turkey on the one hand, and the 
allies on the other as standing on a 
footing of equality. The only peace 
that will make the world safe for de- 
mocracy is peace based upon the com- 


| plete overthrow of Germany and the 


dissolution of Austria and Turkey. 
Way te Make World Safe. 


“I'nless we have“ used the phrase in 
a hypocritical and insincere manner, 
this is the way to make the world safe 
for damocracy and the only way; and 
this means that the only peace we can 
accept is the peace of overwhelming 
victory. Turkey’s conduct toward the 
Armenian and ian citizens has been 
such as to make it evident that the 
Turk must not only be driven out of 
Europe, but the empire destroyed. Give 
Arabia freedom, give Armenia freedom. 
Establish a free city at Constantinople 
and keep the straits absolutely open 
for the Russians and for everyone 

“Make a great independent Poland 
and probably a great independent Fin- 
land, too. Give the Lithuanians at 
least autonomy; make an independent 
Czech commonwealth, to include the 
Bohemians, Moravians and Slovaks. 
Make a Jugo-Slavy commonwealth, — 
include on a footing of entire equality 
’ and -Stoveaks, whether 
Mohammedans.

Comrades Greeted 
By German Sailors 
With National Air 


Striking Contrast in Amer- 
ican Treatment of Prison- 
ers and Stories of German 
Conduct Given: by Inci- 
dents of Friday. 


The arrival of 433 more German sail- 
ors—the crew of the Bitel Friederich, 
the famous "German fdider—at ‘the 
prison camp at Fort McPherson I‘riday 
afternoon at 5:45 o’clock presented a 
scene of striking comtrast to the sto- 
ries that’ come across the sea of the 
horrors endured by allied soldiers held 
prisoners of war in the camps of 
Germany. 

One little 
trate. : 

The long special train from Fort 
Oglethorpe pulled up at Fort McPher- 
son in the falling. dusk, and the pris- 
oners, big stalwart fellows most of 
them, filed out and lined up. Among 
them, however, Captain Small, quar- 
termaster of the prison barracks, saw 
four old men, of sixty years or more, 
perhaps, and three cripples. Obtain- 
ing permission to carry these men in 
his automobile, Captain Small, with 
the assistance of several soldiers, bun- 
dled them into the car and whirled 
them away through the post grounds 
to their new home, without the jour- 
ney afoot, and by the time the column

racks the seven less fortunate were 
comfortably located in their quarters, 
Interned Germans Arrive. 

The Germans arrived at 6745 o’olock 
on a special train of the Central of 
Georgia railroad from Fort Oglethorpe, 
under a guard of 40 American sol- 
commanded by leutenant Mo- 
ran, of the Sixth infantry. 

A company of the guard from the 
prison barracks met the train and 
forced back the crowds who curiously 


train. There was no noise, no con- 
fusion. They alighted from their train 
without commands and lined up while 
the officer in charge made a careful 
count—438 tall, silent figures—for the 
most part clad in white, a few here 
and there in their fatigue prison blue. 

When the count had been made, the 
prisoners marched through the gates 
of the fort and down the company 
street through officers’ row to the road 
leading to their own pelea 2 
: The German Anthem, 

The Germans have never been ac- 
cused of being a temperamental people 
as a whole, but like all Europeans, 
their happiness is often manifested in 
music, where the American is more apt 
to cheer and yell. As the prisoners ar- 
rived at the gates of the prison camp, 


‘almost 500 of their countrymen, al- 


ready inm of the camp, burst into 
the Rhine,” their voices 
many in a deep-toned roar, while the 
newcomers remained silent and im- 
They were again counted, pa- 
pers exchanged between the command- 
ers of the guards and receipts. made 
out and signed. 

Then the men were allowed to break 
uneven formation while cheer 
after cheer and song after song were 
given. They seemed to be perfectly 
happy and to have regarded the trip 
from Chattanooga rather in the light 
of an outing than a hardship. 

The 40 men of Lieutenant Moran’s 
command were given supper at. the 
post and departed later the night 
for Fort glethorpe. Colonel Van 
Orsdale announced that his total num- 
ber Of prisoners now is about 900, and 
that others will doubtless be trans- 
ferred to his barracks from other 
points in the near future. The capacity 
of the prison camp is about 1,800 men.

October 5.—Cook Clay- 
ton, clerk of the United States court 
for the southern district of Georgia, 
was today indicted by the federal grand 
jury for the embezzlement of $16,000 
of government funds in his Possession 
and for makine a false statement to 
the attorney general as to his ac- 
counts. Seymour B. Byrom, president 
of the National Bank of Byromville, a 
relative of Clayton’s, was indicted for 
manipulating the books of the bank so 
as to aid and abet Clayton in making 
the false statement. 

The indictment was brought upon 
evidence furnished by a special inves-

Public Is Notified 
To Make Returns 


UnderW ar Tax Law: 


Commissioner Roper Issues 
Statement — Persons Who 
Fail to Make Returns to 
Be Prosecuted as Slackers. 


Washington, October 5.—Notice to the 
public to make its tax returns to the 
government under the new wear reve- 
nue law was issued tonight by In- 
ternal Revenue Commissiqner Roper in 
an interpretative sta tarale a4 the law’s 
operation. Warning was given that in 
ho ease would the government take 
the initiative in getting the returns, 
although all returns would be verified 
and that everybody concerned should 
communicate promptly with the near- 
est revenue officer. 

Persons failing to make returns, Mr. 
Roper announced, will be regarded as 
tax-slackers and penalties will be en- 
forced against them 

Those Who Are Affected. 

As outlined in the statement, the 
following persons are affected and 
must make returns to the government: 

“All individuals receiving incomes of 
more than $1,000 a year. 

“All corporations, joint 
Panies and associations. 

“All distillers, reetifiers, wholesalers 
and retailers, holders of distilled spir- 
its intended for sale or to be used for 
manufacturing purposes. 


“All dealers in fermented liquors or 
malt liquors, wines, cordials, liquags, 
domestic and imported. 

“All dealers in soft drinks, 
waters and carbonic acid gas. 

“All manufacturers of and dealers tn 
cigars, cigarettes, tobacco, snuff and 
cigarette papers. 

“All carriers of freight, express or 
poeerette and all operators of pipe 
ines. 

“All dealers in life, marine, 
fire and casualty insurance. 

“All manufacturers’ and wholesale 
dealers in motor vehicles of every Kind, 
musical instruments, motion 
films, jewelry, boats, sporting goods, 
perfumes, cosmetics, medicinal prepara- 
tions, chewing gum and cameras. 

“All proprietors of amusement places, 
including cabarets. 

“All persons executing’ legal docu- 
ments of any type. 

“All trades on produce or stock ex- 
changes and boards of trade, 

“All importers of merchandise. 

“All manufacturers or importers of 
playing cards.” 

What the Law Requires. 


The statement continues: 

“The law makes it the duty of every 
person, firm or corporation whose pos- 
sessions or incomes are taxable to 
make true and cdrrect returns, upon 
which the tax may be assessed and col- 
lected. This information is of Vital im- 
portance to every citizen because, not- 
withstanding that the bureau of inter- 
nal revenue is the agency charged with 
the administration of the new law and 
the collection of the taxes, it is not re- 
garded that the bureau of internal rev- 
enue shall find out and inform persons, 
firms or corporations of their responsi- 
bilities. Such persons, firms or corpo- 
rations must for themselves make re- 
turns which in the course of adminis- 
tration the bureau of internal revenue 
will verify. 

“Severe penalties are provided for 
failure upon the part of any person, 
firm or corporation to make the cor- 
rect interests and returns required. 

“In the collection of the tax that will 
apply to articles or commodities in 
stock October 4, 1917, it is the purpose 
of the bureau of internal revenue to 
make through .its field foree prelimi- 
nary inquiries of every person liable to 
tax to aseartain his possessions in the 
way of taxable goods and the amount 
of tax he is Hable to pay.

Senate Orders Inquiry Into 
Remarks Credited to Sen- 
ator at St. Paul—No Cause 
for Action Found Against 
Senator Stone. | 


Washington, October 5.—Five hours’ 
discussion in the senate tomorrow of 
disloyalty charges against Senator La 
Follette will furnish a dramatic finale 
for the war session of congress. The 
arangements were made today after a 
senate committee had been directed to 
investigate the Wisconsin member's 
recent speech before the non-partisan 
league at St. Paul. 

With adjournment sine die set for 3 
p. m. the last day of the session prom- 
ises to be devoted almost exclusively 
to this finale, the last of the import- 
ant pleces of legislation having been 
sent to the white house today. 

At 10 o’clock, under an _ informal 
agreement, Senator La Fwollette will be- 
gin a three-hour speech In defense of 
his public utterances and in answer to 
his critics, with two hours’ time re- 
maining before the adjournment hour 
for replies to be made by Senator Kel- 
logg, of Minnesota, and possibly others. 

Until the agreement was reached ad- 
journment plans were suspended, but 
leaders tonight believed there would 
be no hitch in tomorrow’s program.

New York, October 5.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—With the British secure 
in all of the Ypres sector in Planders, 
Field Marshal Haig’s men were busy 
Friday consolidating their newly-won 
positions and preparing for another 
hack into the German lines when the 
time becomes propitious. 

Nothing but the dropping of shells 
from German’ guns served to interrupt 
the breathing spell the British were 
taking, except here and there small 
counter attacks which lacked the usual 
strength the Germans ‘employ in en- 
deavoring to regain lost ground. 

In addition to the enormous casual- 
ties inflicted on the Germans the Brit- 
ish captured 4,446 prisoners in Thurs- 
day’s attack, among them 114 officers. 

Comparative quiet prevailed on all 
the other battle fronts. The artillery 
duels between the French and the Ger- 
mans on the Verdun sector and in 
Champagne continue and at several 
points in the latter sector General Pe- 
tain’s forces again have repulsed sur- 
prise attacks. 

Apparently the Teutonic allies fm 
Rumania, after several weeks of vir- 
tual inactivity, again are preparing to 
attempt to drive back the Russo-Ru- 
manian line. The Russians have been 
forced to sustain an offensive near Ra- 
dautz, while near the Buzeu river re- 
gion attacks by Bulgarian troops have 
been defeated. 

Admission f&S made in the latest Vien- 
na official communication that the Ital- 
ians. .were  suceessful in . winning 
trenches from the Austrians on the 
western slope of Monte San Gabriele, 
in the Gorizia sector, but it is asserted 
that they sustained heavy losses. 


GERMANS CEASE 
COUNTER ATTACKS 
ON FLANDERS LINE 


London, October 5.—The Germans 
have undertaken no further counter 
attacks against the positions east of 
Ypres gained by the Sritish in yester- 
day’s offensive, although they kept 
them under a heavy fire during the 
night. The British are consolidating 
their newly-won ground. The official 
statement given out today follows: 

“Our new positions east of Ypres 
were heavily shelled by the enemy dur- 
ing the night, but no further counter 
attacks were made. Our troops have 
been engaged with organizing the 
captured positions. 

“s hostile raiding party endeavored 
to enter our trenches last night north 
of Gouzeaucourt, but was driven off 
with loss of rifles and machine gun. 
Three other raids were attempted by 
the enemy in the neighborhood of 
Lens.

Wily Diplomat Used $1,- 
700,000 to Finance Peace 
Propaganda in France. 
State Department Pub- 
“fishes Bernstorff’s Cables. 


Washington, October 5.—-More of 
Count von Bernstorff’s confidential ca- 
ble exchanges with “the Berlin foreign 
office were made public by the state 
department tonight, furnishing docu- 
mentary proof of the extraordinary ac- 
tivities of Bolo Pasha, now a prisoner 
in France, and throwing more light on 
the machinations of the German diplo- 
matic service. 

The messages, signed by Von Bern- 
storff and Von Jagow, then foreign 
minister, show that $1,700,000 which 
the ambassador obtained authority to 
place to the credit of Hugo Schmidt, 
then a representative of the Deutsche 
bank at New York, was sought as a 
loan to a “leading political personal- 
ity” in France and was counted upon to 
bring peace. They were exchanged in 
February, 1916, when the French 60- 
clalists were threatening to overthrow 
the government, and there was talk of 
France being tired of war and dissat- 
tsfied with the part played by her al- 
lies. 

The wily Von Bernstorff cautioned 
against expre®sions in the German press 
concerning internal French changes, 
suggesting that German approval might 
upset all his plans. He also was care- 
ful not to put down the name of the 
political personality, saying a verbal

Affects Cigarette 
And Pipe»Miokers 


Retail Tobacco Dealers De- 
cide Upon the Increase in 
Price, Beginning Today, in 
Order to Meet Increased 
ye’ 


The heavy hand of war falls upon the 
cigarette and pipe smokers of Atlanta 
this morning. 

The package of cigarettes or smok’s, 
ing tobacco you paid a nickel for Fri- 
day morning will cost you six cents 
this morning; the packag@ you paid 10 
cents for will cost you 12 cents; the 
package you pald 15 cents for will 
cost you 18 cents. 

This was decided upon at a meeting 
of the retail tobacco dealers of Atlanta 
at the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
building Friday afternoon, following 
the war tax upon tobacco which be- 
came effective Thursday. 

The tax upon cigarettes js now 40 
cents per thousand cigarettes, or four- 
tenths of one cent upon a package of 
ten cigarettes. In thirty days this tax 
will go to 80 centsgper thousand cig- 
arettes. 

The tax upon smoking tobacco is 
now 2% cents per pound. At the end 
of thirty days this tax will advance to 
five cents per pound. 

The tobacco dealers, however, do not 
propose to increase the retail price 
again when the tax goes up. On the 
contrary, the price per package will 
probably be reduced to the former fig- 
ure when the present stock of cig- 
arettes and smoking tobacco is ex- 
hausted, and the manufacturers put out 
a new supply. The tax will be taken 
care of, however, by the manufacturer 
reducing the size of the package. [or 
instance, when you again Duy your 
five-cent package of cigarettes you 
will find eight cigarettes in tne pack- 
age instead of ten. 

Although there is also a war tax now 
effective upon cigars, the retail deal- 
ers decided not to increase the price 
of cigars. It was explained that the 
margin of profit is so small in cigar- 
ettes that it was necessary to increase 
the price per package until the size of 
the package is reduced, Dut that the 
retailers get sufficient profit out of 
the gales of cigars to absorb the in- 
creased cost due to the tax. 

The tax upon cigars is as follows: 

Cigars retailing at from 4 to 7 cents, 
tax $1 per thousand; cigars retailing at 
from 7 to 15 cents, tax $3 per thousand; 
cigars retailing at from 15 to 20 cents, 


tax $5 per thousand; cigars retailing 
at more than 20 cents, tax $7 per thou- 
sand. 

It is expected that a meeting of the 
soda fountain people will be held next 
week at which time the advisability of 
taking ice cream from soft drinks will 
be considered.

In Exemption Cases 


| Washington, October 5.—Misunder- 


standing as to the powers of governors 
of the states to review 
local or district boards caused Provost 
Marshal General Crowder to telegraph 
all governors today a supplementary 
explanation of their duties in that re- 
gard. The governors and adjutant gen- 
erals of the states have been swamped 
with appeals for rehearings 
which they had no authority to act. 

“Only where through error in law, 
or through the nonculpable ignorance 
of the registrant, a man has been held 
for service who should have been 
charged or exempted,” the message 


said, “is authority to request rehearing 
by the board granted to the governors.” | 


The message makes it plain that the 
boards are the only judges of facts 
brought out in the hearing of any case, 
and if their decision is rendered in a 
legal way, no power even to request 
a rehearing has been granted to any 
one.

Columbus has floated two 
bond issues this year—one for schools,

500,000, as compared with Atlanta’s 
$4,500,000 bonded indebtedness,

Announcement that Uncle Sam has act- 
ually under construction 20,000 airplanes for 
this country’s fighting forces in France, 
coupled with Secretary of War Baker’s as- 
surance that “when this nation’s army is 
ready to participate in the fighting the 
eyes of the army will be ready also,” will 
serve to reassure the general public more 
than any other bit of news of its general 
character that has come out of the war de- 
partment in many a day. 

There is a firmly-grounded opinion in the 
American mind that the war is to be won in 
the air—at any rate, that the greatest pos- 
sible effectiveness of our land forces can 
be realized only in conjunction with an 
3 It is equally true 
that there has been & degree of restiveness 
on the public’s part brought about by the 
long silence as to any preparations that 
might be under way in the direction of 
properly equipping this important branch 
of the service. : 

All of which will be set at rest by the 
news that, in the words of Secretary Baker, 
“within a reasonable time, considering the 
period for preparation, this country will send 
its first airplane to Europe. This airplane, 
from the tip of its propeller to the engine, 
machine gun and camera, will have been 
made in the United States, and that a total 
of 20,000 machines, each the “last word” in 
airplane construction and equipped with the 
powerful, newly-developed motor, are being 
built in accordance with the aviation Dill 
which was enacted by congress last July, 
and which carriec an appropriation of 
$640,000,000 with which to meet its purposes. 

There has been no doubt as to the man- 
power in this country, nor its willingness, 
to meet the demands of every branch of the 
service. Many thousands of _ splendidly- 
qualified young men are known to be in 
training in the various aviation camps here 
at home and many are in training in our 
allied countries. Now we are assured that 
the machines will be ready for the men as 
goon as the men shall be ready for the ma- 
chines. : 

The stimulation of confidence that is 
sure to follow such an announcement can 
have but an encouraging effect upon the 
American people, and upon America’s asso- 
ciates in the war.

The music of “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner” receives cordial, dignified recognition, 
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strains; but “Dixie” is a rise with a rush, 
whether they will or no! 

“T can’t keep my seat when the band 
plays ‘Dixie,’” said an eminent Englishman, 
“I’m up in an instant, cheering with the 
crowd!” ' 

And “Dixie” is played over there now! 
It put “God Save the King” in the back- 
ground when the American troops marched 
through the streets of London on the way to 
the western front.

“GARABED.” 


Congress has done the right thing in au- 
thorizing an investigation of “garabed” by a 
committee of scientists approved by the séc- 
retary of the interior. 3 

According to the Associated Press— 

“‘Garabed’ is something discoveréd or 
invented by Garabad T. K. Giragossian, 
an Armenian inventor of Boston, who be- 
lieves he has the secret of taking from 
the air & mysterious power which will 
drive aeroplanes or battleships.” 

There may be nothing whatever to “gar 
abed” more tangible than “the stuff dreams 
are made of,” but one never can tell. If it 
proves to be a discovery with all the merit 
that is claimed for it it will not be the first 
time that a scientific vision has developed 
into a startling reality. And if this thing— 
whatever it is—is found to be all that its 
sponsor claims it to be, and to do all he 
says it will do, it will then be little more 
bewildering and incomprehensible to the lay 
mind than wireless telegraphy, for instance, 
the X-ray, radium, or any one of numerous 
other inventions or discoveries that were 
hooted at before they were proven. 

The self-alleged discoverer, without re- 
vealing his secret, is said to have “‘made a 
tremendous impression” upon members of 
congress who heard his plea for an investi- 
gation. And in introducing the resolution 
authorizing an investigation, Senator James 
very sensibly remarked that he did not pro 
fess to know— 

whether there was any foundation for 

the confidence of those who believed the 
invention might end the war, but that 
many great inventors had been laughed 
at and that he thought Giragossian should 
be given an opportunity to make good. 

It is right to give this man a hearing 
and a chance to prove whether or not what 
he has is a discovery ora myth. So different 
from anything of which we know: though his 
“garabed” may be, it is the part of wisdom 
not to laugh at him nor belittle his claims 
until such a chance shall have been given 
him. History is not barren of instances 
wherein men have scoffed at such things too 
soon—such, for example, as “Fulton’s folly;” 
various alleged “flying machines;” attempts 
to navigate submarine craft, etc. Even the 
telegraph, and later the telephone, each came 
in for its share of ridicule; and the steam 
engine, the Atlantic cable, and to a certain 
extent, the cotton gin. each in its turn, was 
decried as an impossibility and a crazy- 
man’s dream. 

But, while each had its inception in a 
dream, perhaps, it was not the dream of a 
crazy man; and the same might be true of 
“garabed.” In this age of stupendous things 
and scientific surprises one is hardly safe in 
prejudging anything impossible. 

Coming so soon after our recognition of 
the great mistake this government made in 
rejecting the Lewis machine gun—which, 
however, was adopted by Great Britain and 
subsequently by this country—we can 
hardly afford to turn away, without investi- 
gation, any idea with an element of plausi- 
bility about it. 

Giragossian may have, or he may not 
have, hit upon the means of bringing the 
war to a speedy close; but whether he has 
or not, we know that this is a war of inge 
nuity and invention, with new discoveries 
being brought to bear by one side or the 
other almost every day; and this govern- 
ment is doing well in overlooking no pos- 
sible means Of strengthening its fighting 
equipment. 
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HOLDING THE WORLD'S TRUST. 


The inspiration of America in the war 
has been go felt “around the world’’—that 
now there is hope in the hearts of the 
oppressed of the earth, where hope had died, 
among the people of the smaller nations 
who have suffered so much. 

An instance of this heartening of the na- 
tions is given in an article by Gino C. 
Speranza, in the Outlook. 

The writer was approached, in the ante- 
room of the American embassy in Rome, by 
a gentleman from Messina, who was a mem- 
ber Of parliament: 


“For my constituents,” he said, “the 
United States are contiguous territory to 
Italy; my ‘Americani’ know and love 
America better than countries which are 
geographically nearer but less known to 
them, such as France.” And he told me, 
with real emotion, about an old woman 
from his city who had come to him that 
very morning to ask for alittle favor, 
and who had grumbled about the length 
and the hardships of the war. He had 
explained to her, quite casually, that the 
United States had joined in the struggle 
against Germany, and the change in that 
poor widow, with a son at the front and 
a daughter at an orphanage, had been in- 
etantaneous and wonderful. ee? SE 
‘America is with us,’ she exclaimed, ‘then 
it must be a just war!’” ~° 


That but gives expression to the univer- 
sal feeling—of the change wrought in the 
sentiment of the people by America’s en- 
trance in the war. 3 

It is implicit trust in a nation that has 
never betrayed a trust; it is the voice of 
Liberty, which has bestowed the gift of 
Freedom upon other countries—that Liber- 
ty which is a world-strength to all! 

“If. America is with us, it must be a 
just war!” 

There it is—the doubt silenced, and more 
of faith and consecration in the struggle. 

America fights with them, and the lib- 
erty-loving nations of the world thank God! 

This is their tribute to America’s truth

CHAPTER 5: I, J, K AND L. 


Inspections; ‘J’? Company; Kitchens; Law. 


BY LIEUTENANT COLONEL H. S. WAGNER. 


INSPECTIONS: 
spection is that held weekly, on Saturday 
morning, and which has become known 
in the army as ‘Saturday Morning In- 
spection.”’ This is a formal occasion 
at which the company commander makes 
a careful inspection of the arms, equip- 
ment and the clothing of his men, they 
being formed in the company street for 
this purpose. After thesinspection of arms is 
completed, the men return to their barracks, 
put away their rifles and equipment and stand 
at their bunks for the Inspection of quar- 
ters, at which the company commander, with 
his lieutenants, makes a minute inspection 
of bedding and surplus clothing, and of the 
quarters themselves. A careful company 
commander, however, in addition to this Sat- 
urday morning inspection, makes a daily in- 
spection of barracks, including the kitchen, 
and should make frequent inspections of the 
arms and equipment carried by the men in 
his company. A good soldier is always 
ready for these inspections, and should have 
his rifle and himself ready always for the 
scrutiny of his commanding officer. 

At muster, which is held on the last day 
of each month, the regimental commander 
usually makes an inspection of his entire 
regiment, which is done in a manner similar 
to that of the Saturday morning inspection, 
just mentioned. 


An inspection of feet should take place 


after every march, the same attention being 
paid to the feet of an infantryman as is 
pald to the hoofs of a horse in the mounted 
organizations. In the field this is usually 
done by having the men, after they have 
made camp, wash their feet and stand in 
front of their tents while the captain and 
officers go down the line and make the in- 
spection. 

“7” COMPANY: Many people have asked 
why the letter “J’’ has been omitted in let- 
tering companies. The reason is apparent, 
because of the similarity of the letter “J” 
with that of the letter “I,” and in writing, 
and even in printing, the two might be con- 
fused; consequently the letter “J” has been 
omitted in the designation of military organ- 
izations. 

KITCHENS: There is little doubt that 
one of the most important, if not the most 
important department of a company is the 
kitchen. A well-fed company is usually a 
contented one, and the captain cannot lay 
too much stress upon good cooking and 
cleanliness in that department. 

The company cooks are very important 
personages and should be selected with great 
care, not only with reference to their ability 
as cooks, but also as to their sobriety, reli- 
ability and cleanliness. The cook should be 
clean as well as his kitchen. He should 
bathe often, change hie clothing frequently, 
always wash his hands after a visit to the 
toilet, andg keep his finger nails short and 
clean, and insist that every man who works 
in the kitchen carry out the same rules 
with regard to personal cleanliness. . 

All utensile should be secrubbed and 
scoured, the ice chest should be cleaned 
inside and out, the kitchen sinks should be 
carefully watched to see that drain pipes 
do not tecome clogged, and all kitchen 
waste placed in covered cans, which should 
be emptied and cleaned frequently so as not 
to serve as a breeding place for vermin. 

The fly, probably the greatest carrier 
of disease known, has no place in the kitch- 
en, and should be ‘‘swatted” every time he 
shows his head in those precincts. 

The kitchen police are not, as is some- 
times supposed, placed in the kitchen to 
maintain order therein, but are sent there 
for the purpose of peeling potatoes, washing 
utensils and relieving the cooks of the drudg- 
ery which would interfere with their prep-

Their work should be care- 


sergeant, and slovenly, lazy and dirty, men 
should not be permitted to handle food or 
utensils. 

In addition to the cleanliness, which is“in- 
sisted upon, the captain should be careful 
that the bill of fare is varied, and that it 
contains the proper proportions of articles 
of diet which will make it attractive. The 
ration is ample, and, supplemented by pur- 
chases of additional articles of food made 
from the company fund, will satisfy the most 
exacting if intelligently handled. 

LAW: As citizens, we are all subject 
to civil law and, in addition, as soldiers, we 
must obey the military law. The original 
laws of the United States army were copied 
largely from the British code,‘but have been 
amended from time to time to suit the con- 
ditions obtaining in our country. 

The military law is enforced through the 
medium of courts-martial, which are of three 
kinds, namely: 

(a) General court-martial, (b) special 
court-martial. (¢c) Summary court-martial. 

A general court-martial is composed of 
commissioned officers in any number from 
five to thirteen inclusive, the senior member 
acting as president. The prosecution of cases 
brought before this court-martial is done by 
an officer known as the judge advocate, who 
may have detailed with him an officer as as- 
sistant judge advocate. 

A special court-martial is composed of any 
number of commissioned officers from three 
to five inclusive, with a judge advocate as in 
the case of the general court. 

A summary court-martial consists of one 
commissioned officer, usually, but not nec- 
essarily, the second in command. 

A general court-martial has jurisdiction 
over all offenses, from that of missing drill 
to murder, but is usually invoked only in the 
more serious, and in the cases of habitual of- 
fenders. 

A special court-martial has power to try 
any person subject to military law, except 
an officer and certain other persons belong- 
ing to a class excepted by the president, for 
any crime or offense not capital, made pun- 
ishable by the articles of war. 

A summary court-martial hae no juris- 
diction in the case of an officer, a cadet, a 
soldier holding the privilege and certificate 
of eligibility to promotion, a non-commis- 
sioned officer who objects thereto (except by 
authority of the officer competent to order 
his trial before a general court-martial), and 
any person belonging to a class excepted from 
its jurisdiction by the president. This court 
may try any crime or offense not capital, 
made punishable by the articles of war, but 
as the punishments it may adjudge are lim- 
ited in their severity, usually only offenses 
of minor character are referred to it for trial. 

Minor offenses may be punished by the 
company commander by awarding extra tours 
of fatigue or the withholding of privileges, 
but the right to trial by a court-martial must 
be made known to every enlisted man to 
whom company punishment is given. % 

Offenses, usually triable before a court- 
martial, are those of absence without leave; 
disobedience of orders. or failure to obey 
them; desertion, which is absence without 
leave coupled with intent not to return; sell- 
ing, 
clothing and equipment; neglect of guard 
duty and aggravated cases of drunkenness, 
more particularly when they are 
with some offense.

TALKS 


WHAT IS NERVOUSNESS? 


Please tell me what to do for an acid 
Stomach, writes at least one casual reader 
every day. As though that were a condi- 
tion or symptom for which treatment should 
be forthcoming without any further knowl- 
edge of the case. 

. And the number of correspondents who 
assure us they are ‘nervous’ or have 
nerves” is legion. 

What is nervousness? What does one 
mean by complaining of nervous trouble? 
What does a doctor mean when he assureé a 
patient the trouble is purely nervousness? 

The doctor doesn’t know what he means. 
In practice we find this term nervousness 
exceedingly handy when we are at a loss to 
account for the patient’s condition, or when 
we are unable to reach a definite diagnoets. 
And as a rule folks like the stigma. They 
like it especially when it is embellished with 
a less vulgar name. such as neurasthenia, 
psychasthenia or nerve strain. 

Calling a disturbance of health “nervous 
trouble” is just as inane and foolish as call- 
Ing a digestive difficulty “stomach trouble” 
or ajbackache “kidney trouble.” One of the 
important functions of a physician is to de- 
termine as nearly as possible what is actual- 
ly wrong with his patient; to stop with 

nervousness” is searcely to begin at all. 

Nervousness occurs, of course. It is a 
remarkably frequent complaint. It is almost 
as common as the so-called “nerve tonic’”— 
which sometimes castigates, often habituates, 
occasionally narcotizes, but never tones the 
nervous system. People who swallow stuff 
alleged to be tonic to the nerves or the brain 
are as likely to benefit from the pastime as 
are those credulous folk who rub fn all 
sorts of junk in-the fatuous hope of feeding 
the face or some other portion of the body. 

Remedies, both medicinal and non-medicl- 
nal, exerting more or less definite effects 
upon nerves, spinal eord or brain centers 
unquestionably exist. There are stimulants 
and sedatives which act noticeably upon 
the nervous system. If there is a nerve 
tonic, we have never been able to discover ft. 

Obsessions and phobias are also very 
common. and it is always difficult to satisfy 
the victim of these delusions that the par- 
ticular organ or organs upon which his in- 
trospection is fixed are not diseased. In 
the army cantonments at the present time 
many a young sufferer from such “nervous 
trouble” is having the idea regulated out of 
him. Discipline and a hygienic open air Nfe 
are wonderful medicines for nervous people. 
When self-control is faulty. rigid discipline 
can accomplish a lot. In this fact Nes the 
secret of such success as is attained in sani- 
tariums for nervous disorders. 

The “nervous” patient ts a hard problem 
just so long as he imagines “nervousness” 
signifies anything. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Same Old Questions About THC. 


In a case of tuberculosis of the lungs itn 
an early stage what kind of climate would 
you advise a person to go to—a warm clii- 
mate like New Mexico, or a cold winter cli- 
mate like Minnesota? Is it advisable for 
such a person to take a good deal of exercise 
every day? (A.°S. D.) 

ANSW.ER—As a general rule a change of 
climate is not advisable. If any change is 
to be made, let your phvsician decide where 
it would be best for you to go. There is no 
reason why recovery cannot take place in 
Minnesota as well as in other parts of the 
country, provided vou know that “colds’’ 
never come from the open atr. Iam afraid 
you are making a false start. Your attend- 
ing physician is the only one who can tell 
vou whether any exercise would be safe. As 
a rule, absolute rest is necessary in the early 
stage of pulmonary tuberculosis. If any 
exercise at all is to be taken, let your doctor 
prescribe the exact amount and kind he be- 
lieves vou require. Exercise taken on gen- 
eral principles has destroyed the chance of 
recovery in countless cases.

This bit of information was given by 
the “old Roman” in the course of a 
“fanning bee” in one of the offices at 
White Sox park today. For years the 
president of the American’ league 
champions has relied on the accuracy 
of this almanac. When special days 
were given at the park, such as Frank 
Chance day, the little book said “Clear 
and warm,” and when a day was set 
aside for Ed Walsh last year the little 
book again was consulted for a date 
promising favorable conditions. In 
this case also the weather was all that 
could have been asked. 

The fans tonight are preyine to the 
gods of baseball that Comiskey’s al- 
manac may prove as reliable as here- 
tofore, for postponement, even for a 
day, of the opening game would upset 
schedule plans and arrangements, not 
only of the players, but thousands of 
supporters of the rival clubs and nu- 
merous non-partisan spectators 
have traveled hundreds of miles to see 
the first clash of western and eastern 
major league pennant winners.

Those who could not get seats in the 
ordinary way paid the speculators their 
own prices, if money was no object. If 
they could not meet the latter's de- 
mands they might be certain of gain- 
ing a choice seat in the unreserved sec- 
tions of the stands.

Venders appeared with temporary lunch 
stands and sandwiches, coffee, cushions 
and tobacco were soon on sale and 
business was brisk.

Most of the betting 
was confined to sums ranging from 
$5 to $25 and these amounts were 
placed at or close to even money.

Chicago's White Sox are the world’s 
champions of 1917—all but playing the 
games. 

The dope shows that the White Sox 
will win the series after one of the 
hardest fought and closest series in the 
history of baseball—a series featured 
by free hitting, by brilliant defensive 
work and clever generalship, on the 
part of the Giants especially. 

The dope indicates that, while tn the 
finer points of the game the Giants will 
be the better, the terrific hitting pow- 
er of the White Sox will be too much 
for McGraw’s pitching staff and that 
the final decision of the series will 
rest upon one man—Cicotte. It is dope 
that Faber will work one good game 
and lose his second start, and that 


| Cicotte will carry his team through to 


victory. 

Doping the final figures of a world’s 
series like this ig one of the worst 
tasks in the game. One can dope quite 
accurately what any known pitcher is 
liable to do against a team of known 
strength. But the great difficulty is 
in picking the pitchers in the order in 
which they will work. I have tried to 
do that, although neither manager, 
naturally, has given out any positive 
indication of his. plans of campaign. 
In this series, selecting the pitchers 
who are most Iikely to work in the 
games is not as hard as it looks. Each 
manager, as a matter of course,,would 
like to outguess his opponent § and 
1 ghee a surprise in the pitching line. 
If one team is admittedly weaker than 
the other, the springing of a surprise 
pitcher might (and probably would) be 
g0od tactics. To send in a pitcher the 
other team was unfamiliar with and 
one whose style they had not studied, 
might turn a series to the weaker club, 
MoGraw might do this with Anderson 
in this series, but he will not. 

Difference Lies in Pitching. 


The teams are so closely matched that 
practically the entire difference, as 
they go to the post, lies in the pitching 
staff. The White Sox have slightly 
the better pitching staff for the nour- 
poses of this series. McGraw’s staff 
really is stronger for this serieg than 
it is in a regular season. That is, Mc- 
Graw has pitchers whose style is best 

to stopping the Sox. In spite

White Sox are not strong against that 
Kind of pitching. The fact that the 
American league clubs, after the White 
Sox finally cinched the pennant, shot 
left-handers against them almost ev- 
ery day to prepare them for what is 
to come, reveals their weakness. 

McGraw has three corking left-hand- 
ers—but I have counted Benton out 
of it to a large extent. His style is of 
the sort that the White Sox see fre- 
quently. They do not bat against 
curves such as those of Schupp, nor 
do they often see a fast ball or a cross- 
fire such as Slim Sallee hands up. 

Therefore, it is practically a certain- 
ty that McGraw will open the series 
with his ranking left-hander—Schupp; 
follow up with.Perritt, a right-hander, 
who ig one of the best pitchers in the 
country when right, and then shoot 
Sallee at them in the opening game on 
the Polo grounds. Sal is really Mce- 
Graw’'s best bet. He has the kind of 
stuff that stops the White Sox. After 
Sallee McGraw will practically be com- 
pelled to use either Benton or Schupp, 
and, as it is indicated, Schupp will pitch 
a corking game his first time out, Mc- 
Graw will choose him and lose again. 
It is rather tough for the dope to in- 
dicate that Schupp ig destined to lose 
two hard games, but such is the fate 
of the great majority of pitchers who 
are matched against Chicago's grand 
little veteran, Perritt then would be 
McGraw’s logical choice for the fifth 
Sallee will try to come back in the 
sixth game and even-up the series and 
will fail.

10 BE UNDER LICENSE 


Hoover Outlines His Purpose 
in Letter to Congress- 
man Larsen. 


Washington, October 5.—(Special.)— 
Congressmen Larsen, of Georgia, has 
made public the following letter from 
Herbert Hoover: 

“The food administration has no au- 
thority to fix any price on cotton 
seed. The food bill, however, provides 
that all middlemen between the grow- 
er and the retailer of cotton seed 
goods may be placed under license, the 
Object of which license is to see that 
speculative and unfair profits are not 
taken from the handling and manufac- 
ture of such commodities. We, there- 
fore, intend within a few days to place 
all cotton seed buyers, crushers and 
refiners under license. 

“It is our belief that this interven- 
tion on our part is to the material 
benefit of the cotton seed producer as 
well as the consumer, and, further- 
more, we believe that it will work out 
to the benefit of the distribution and 
manufacturing industries themselves 
in elimimeting unfair competitive 
methods. These measures cannot, in 
any way affect the price of cotton seed, 
and the differentials to be allowed in 
each line of distribution or manufac- 
ture will be determined on a basis of 
a fair cost for handling, and a fair 
profit calculated on the normal pre- 
war. charges, with proper allowances 
for increased cost due to the war. 

“We are establishing no fixed basis, 
but will require a complete statement 
from every hendler and manufacturer 
of cotton seed or cotton seed products 
of the cost of his raw material and 
the realization that he made from it, 
and we will expect him, under the 
terms of the license, to adhere to the 
law with regard to a_ proper profit. 
Under the food bill, all accounts of 
licenses are subject to inspection by 
the food administration, and this will 
be taken care of in due course of the 
administration. 

“It certainly cannot be to the in- 
terest of either the grower or the con- 
sumer that large speculative profits 
shall be made between these two po- 
sitions. It is precisely for this pur- 
pose that the food bill was passed, and 
we consider it our duty to carry out 
the will of congress to effect this 
end.”

really dependable pitcher, nor has he 
one other who has the entire confidence 
of the team. With Cicotte on the slab, 
the White Sox are as confident as if 
the game already was won—which 
helps.

I have figured 
what the pitchers would pitch to each 
man (or try to pitch), what that man 
was liable to do when pitched to in that 
manner, what the managers would do 
in each position and at each stage of 
the game. 

Sometimes I caught myself rooting 
and yelling. You see, I'm a White Sox 
fan at heart, and two months of sup- 
pressing my own wishes‘and sticking 
to pure figure dope has been hard. 

But now that the figures have been 
compiled, added, studied from every 
angle and applied to the games, I’m go- 
ing out there and root for the Sox. 

I ain’t neutral no longer!
